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APNewsBreak: 
ND oil patch 
may double 
production

BISMARCK, N.D. - 
Govern m ent and industry 
officials believe North 
Dakota’s oil patch contains 
more than twice the amount 
of oil previously estimated 
and that the state’s already 
record crude production 
will double within the 
decade. 

If the forecast is correct, 
North Dakota could 
leapfrog in a few years 
from the fourth-biggest oil 
producing state to No. 2, 
trailing only Texas. 

“It’s a pretty rosy picture,” 
said Lynn Helms, director 
of the North Dakota 
Department of Mineral 
Resources. “We have a 
huge amount of drilling 
still in front of us.” 

Helms said the state 
currently is pumping 
about 350,000 barrels of 
crude per day and was on 
pace to produce about 110 
million barrels in 2010, up 
from 79.7 million last year 
and more than double the 
amount produced less than 
three years ago. 

Record rig activity pushed 
by strong crude prices and 
refinements in drilling 
technology could result 
in North Dakota seeing 
a twofold increase in 
production. The drilling 
technology alone has cut 
the amount of time needed 
to complete a well from 65 
days in 2008 to about 25 
days.

# 



Major impact may be on 2012 election 



WASHINGTON - The 


Republican agenda for the 
new Congress that convenes 
Wednesday may have a 
greater impact on the 2012 
elections than on the lives of 
Americans in the next two 
years. 

Republicans promise to cut 
spending, roll back President 
Barack Obama’s health 
care overhaul and prevent 
unelected bureaucrats from 
expanding the government’s 
role in society through 
regulations that tell people 
what they must or can’t do. 
Getting this agenda through 
the House may be easier 
than in the Senate, given the 
GOP’s 241-194 majority in 
the House. Getting the Senate 
to act will be a challenge. 
Democrats still hold an edge 
there, though smaller than 
the one Obama had during 
his first two years in the 
White House. 

Even if the next two years 


end in gridlock. Republicans 
will have built a record for the 
next election that they hope 
will demonstrate to voters 
that they can get it right. 
House Republicans also 
pledge to hold tough 
investigations and hearings 
on the president’s programs 
and policies, ending the 
free pass that Democratic 
committee chairmen gave 
the Obama administration the 
past two years. 

Republicans insist they’ll 
bring key administration 
officials before congressional 
microphones and that 
the public can watch the 
webcasts. The friendly tone 
of inquiry from Democratic 
chairmen will be replaced 
by Republicans demanding 
answers to these questions: 
What’s the purpose of this 
program? Is this the best use 
of the taxpayers’ money? 

The chief Republican 
investigator. Rep. Darrell 
Issa of California, is raring 
to get started, and he’s not 
alone. Issa, the incoming 
chairman of the House 
Oversight and Government 
Reform Committee, has been 
especially critical of what 
he calls waste in Obama’s 
economic stimulus spending. 
“The sooner the 

administration figures out that 
the enemy is the bureaucracy 
and the wasteful spending, 
not the other party, the better 


off we’ll be,” he told “Fox 
News Sunday.” 

Rep. Harold Rogers of 
Kentucky, incoming leader 
of the House Appropriations 
Committee, says he wants 
top officials from all major 
government agencies to 
appear and justify their 
spending. 

The next chairman of the 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee, Republican Fred 
Upton of Michigan, says he’ll 
work to stop over-zealous 
government regulators. A 
big target for him is the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, which is writing 
rules to limit greenhouse 
gases blamed for global 
warming after Obama’s 
effort to get Congress to do it 
stalled in the Senate last year. 
“We are not going to let 
this administration regulate 
what they’ve been unable to 
legislate,” he told Fox. 

Upton, like Issa, will have a 
large investigative staff 
“Republicans need to make 
sure they bring forward 
solutions, even though it 
may be difficult to get them 
accomplished,” Rep.-elect 
Kristi Noem, R-S.D., said 
in an interview. She said the 
lesson from the November 
election is, “The American 
people will replace people if 
they’re no longer in touch or 
listening.”

BEEBE, Ark. - Wildlife 
officials are trying to 
determine what caused more 
than 1,000 blackbirds to die 
and fall from the sky over an 
Arkansas town. 

The Arkansas Game and Fish 
Commission said Saturday 
that it began receiving 
reports about the dead birds 
about 11:30 p.m. the previous 
night. The birds fell over a 
1-mile area of Beebe, and 
an aerial survey indicated 
that no other dead birds were 
found outside of that area. 
Commission ornithologist 
Karen Rowe said the birds 
showed physical trauma, 
and she speculated that “the 
flock could have been hit 
by lightning or high-altitude 


hail.” 

The commission said that 
New Year’s Eve revelers 
shooting off fireworks in 
the area could have startled 
the birds from their roost 
and caused them to die from 
stress. 

Robby King, a wildlife 
officer for the agency, 
collected about 65 dead birds, 
which will be sent for testing 
to the state Livestock and 
Poultry Commission lab and 
the National Wildlife Health 
Center lab in Madison, Wis. 
Rowe said that similar events 
have occurred elsewhere 
and that test results “usually 
were inconclusive.” She said 
she doubted the birds were 
poisoned.Q

“We are now looking at the possibility of 700,000 barrels a 
day and we see that coming in the next four to seven years,” 
Helms said. 

At that rate. North Dakota would surpass California and 
Alaska based on those states’ current production, said Steven 
Grape, the domestic reserves project manager for the U.S. 
Department of Energy’s information administration. 

“That would be pretty amazing in my book,” Grape said. 
North Dakota’s oil patch now accounts for about 6 percent of 
total U.S. crude oil production. That’s up from 1 percent less 
than three years ago. 

Federal and state estimates had pegged North Dakota’s portion 
of the Bakken shale and underlying Three Forks-Sanish oil 
formations in western North Dakota at about 5 billion barrels 
of oil, using current horizontal drilling technology. 

Helms said that estimate has more than doubled based on 
drilling success and current production rates. 

“We’re starting to see indications that we could reasonably 
get 11 billion barrels,” Helms said. 

North Dakota has about 5,300 producing oil wells. About 
2,000 of those have spudded in just more than three years, 
aimed at the Bakken and Three Forks. 

About 95 percent of rigs drilling in North Dakota are aimed 
at those formations, and 99 percent of them hit oil, while 
nine of 10 are profitable. Helms said. 

Ron Ness, president of the North Dakota Petroleum Council, 
said about 650 new wells were drilled in 2010. He and Helms 
expect up to 2,000 new wells in 2011, which would double 
the number of Bakken and Three Forks wells to date. 

A record 168 wells were drilling in the state’s oil patch last 
month but dipped to 156 last week, hampered by winter 
weather. Ness and Helms expect about 200 rigs to be drilling 
in 2011. 

“We are going to be drilling a lot of wells in the next year 
and production is going to go up, barring any unforeseen 
problems,” Ness said. “We’re all pretty bullish on 2011.” 
North Dakota has risen from being the ninth-largest oil- 
producing state in 2006 because of the Bakken and the Three 
Forks beneath it. Helms said nothing surprises him anymore 
about the state’s prolific oil patch. 

“I’m running out of superlatives,” Helms said. “We’re going 
to have to invent some new ones. □ 
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US Navy to probe lewd videos shown to carrier crew 


NORFOLK, Va. - A top 
officer aboard a nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier 
broadcast to his crew a series 
of profanity-laced comedy 
sketches in which he uses gay 
slurs, mimics masturbation 
and opens the shower curtain 
on women pretending to 
bathe together, a newspaper 
reported. 

The Virginian-Pilot reported 
in its Sunday editions that 
Capt. Owen Honors appeared 
in the videos in 2006 and 
2007 while he was the USS 
Enterprise’s second-ranking 
officer, and showed them 
across the ship on closed- 
circuit television. He took 
over as the ship’s commander 
in May. 

The Navy said it plans to 
investigate the videos, which it 
called “clearly inappropriate.” 
“The videos were intended to 
be humorous skits focusing 
the crew’s attention on 
specific issues such as port 
visits, traffic safety, water 
conservation, ship cleanliness, 
etc.,” the Navy said in a 
statement to the newspaper. 
Navy Cmdr. Chris Sims said 
in a statement sent to The 
Associated Press that the 
videos “were not acceptable 
then and are not acceptable in 
today’s Navy.” 

Aphone listing for Honors was 
not immediately available. He 
is a 1983 alumnus of the U.S. 
Naval Academy and was a 
naval aviator before holding 
command. He attended the 
U.S. Naval Fighter Weapons 
School, also known as Top 
Gun. 

Commanding officers and 
enlisted chiefs “are charged to 
lead by example and are held 
accountable for setting the 
proper tone and upholding the 
standards of honor, courage 
and commitment that we 
expect Sailors to exemplify,” 
Sims said in the statement. 

In a video obtained by the 


newspaper and posted on its 
website. Honors addresses the 
camera and introduces a series 
of several lewd video clips, 
which he acknowledges have 
drawn complaints. 

“As usual, the admiral and the 
captain have no idea about the 
contents of the video or movie 
this evening, and they should 
not be held accountable in any 
judicial setting,” Honors says 
on the video. “Over the years 
I’ve gotten several complaints 
about inappropriate material 
during these videos, never to 
me personally but, gutlessly, 
through other channels.” 
During this introduction, he 
also uses a derogatory term 
for gays. 

Next comes a sequence of 
what appear to be outtakes 
in which Honors and others 
curse. Honors observes that 
comedians who performed 
on the ship always got 
laughs when they used “the 
f-bomb.” After that. Honors 


and others are shown making 
hand motions that mimic 
masturbation. 

Honors segues to the next 
segment by saying, “Finally 
let’s get to my favorite topic ... 
chicks in the shower.” Next are 
shown clips of pairs of women 
and a pair of men pretending 
to shower together. No nudity 
is shown, but the men’s and 
women’s bare shoulders imply 
they are nude. 

It’s not immediately clear 
where the ship was located 
when the videos were 
produced. The Enterprise 
served a six-month 
deployment in support of the 
war in Iraq in 2006 and another 
six-month deployment to the 
Persian Gulf in 2007. 
Commissioned in 1961, it’s the 
world’s first nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier. It is scheduled 
to sail two more deployments 
before it is decommissioned 
in 2013. It can carry a crew of 
more than 5,800.Q

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Deputy, suspect dead in Ohie nailer park standoii 



SPRINGFIELD, Ohio - It 
began with a sheriff’s deputy 
investigating a report of 
gunfire at a trailer park. By the 
time it was over, the deputy 
and the suspected shooter 
were dead, and a police officer 
was wounded in a gunbattle 
with the suspect. 

“This is the worst day of 
my entire law enforcement 
career,” said Clark County 
Sheriff Gene Kelly, who has 
been sheriff for 24 years. 
Deputy Suzanne Hopper was 
shot Saturday as she tried to 


photograph a footprint in the 
Enon Beach mobile-home 
park in western Ohio, Kelly 
said. Hopper, who was married 
last year and had two children, 
didn’t have the opportunity to 
return fire or take cover, he 
said. 

Police officers were trying to 
talk to the shooting suspect 
when he fired on them 
from inside a trailer, and a 
German Township officer 
was wounded in an exchange 
of gunfire, Kelly said. There 
were “many, many, many” 


shots fired by the suspect and 
eight officers, he said. 

The wounded officer, Jeremy 
Blum, was hospitalized in 
fair condition, a hospital 
supervisor said. Authorities 
were still investigating and 
weren’t ready to say whether 
police gunfire killed the 
suspect, whose identity wasn’t 
released, Kelly said. It’s 
possible the suspect, who had 
“a history” with the sheriff’s 
office, killed himself, he said. 
Enon Beach resident Angelina 
Inman said she looked out of 
her trailer at the park, which 
sits near a highway, to see the 
deputy lying on the ground. 
She watched as another officer 
tried to reach her body. 

“He was itching to get her,” 
Inman said. “He kept radioing 
in, can he please get her, and 
he was told no because it 
wasn’t secure. You could see 
that male sheriff crying he 
wanted to get her, he wanted 
to get her bad.” 

Sgt. Dustin White had 
accompanied Hopper to the 
trailer park, which is just 
southwest of Springfield 
and about 50 miles west 
of Columbus, and was 
interviewing a family whose 
trailer had been shot at when 


he heard Hopper scream, 
Kelly said. 

“We believed we had an active 
shooter, which we did, and 
we wanted to get her some 
medical attention, but we 
didn’t want to get anyone else 
shot,” the sheriff said. 

Enon Beach acts as a seasonal 
campground with some 
summer-only residents and 
others who live there year- 
round. A portion of Interstate 
70 was closed twice for a total 
of about an hour because the 
trailer park is so close to the 
roadway, Ohio State Highway 
Patrol Lt. Gary Lewis said. 

A girl who lives in the trailer 
park said she knew the 
shooting suspect and he had a 
temper. 

“He was a quiet person, but if 
you made him mad he wasn’t 
very pleasant,” 15-year-old 
Chelsea Bagley said. 

Her mother’s boyfriend, 
John Burkhardt, said he 
heard the shots fired in the 
neighborhood. Police then 
arrived, Burkhardt said, and 
for several minutes authorities 
asked the suspect over a loud 
speaker to come out and 
surrender. 

“They give him 25 chances to 
walk out of there,” Burkhardt 


said. “They were begging him 
to come out, but he wouldn’t 
come out.” 

Shortly after, Burkhardt said, 
authorities opened fire on the 
man’s trailer. 

“All hell broke loose,” he said. 
Police threw smoke grenades 
before storming the trailer 
and finding the suspect dead, 
Kelly said. 

He said he had hired Hopper 
in 1999 and had known her 
since the police academy. 
Hopper, 40, was known for 
her dedication to the job and 
adherence to keeping herself 
safe, Kelly said. The former 
officer of the year was wearing 
a protective vest Saturday, but 
it didn’t shield her from the 
gunfire that killed her, he said. 
“If she would have known 
there was a suspect in that 
trailer she’d have never 
walked that way without 
additional units and without 
taking cover,” Kelly said. 
Hopper once went six straight 
years without calling in sick 
and often put on charity events 
for the Special Olympics and 
other causes, Kelly said. 

“Her personnel file is 
filled with accolades and 
commendations and always 
service before self,” he said. □ 


Universal Orlando 
ride evacuated 
after fire 


ORLANDO, Fla. - An 
island ride at Universal 
Orlando Resort was 
evacuated Saturday after a 
fire engulfed a roof structure 
under which the ride carries 
visitors. No major injuries 
were reported. 

Park spokesman Tom 
Schroder said an employee 
noticed smoke rising from 
Dudley Do-Right’s Ripsaw 
Falls, a log float ride at 
Universal’s Islands of 
Adventure, around 5 p.m. 
Saturday. The theme park is 
part of the resort, which also 
includes Universal Studios. 
Schroder said staff 
shut down the ride and 


evacuated visitors from 
the surrounding area. He 
said “our guests were on 
the ride,” but that he did 
not know whether any 
passengers were carried 
under the roof when it was 
on fire. 

“That type of material puts 
out a lot of black smoke,” 
Orlando Deputy Fire Chief 
Greg Hoggatt told the 
Orlando Sentinel. 

About 40 firefighters 
responded to the fire, 
which was brought under 
control in about a half-hour. 
Hoggatt told the newspaper 
that investigators were 
looking into whether an 



electrical problem triggered 
the blaze. 

The fire department referred 
phone calls late Saturday to 
Universal Orlando. 

It was unclear how many 
people had to be evacuated. 
Schroder said the Orlando 
fire department assisted a 


small number of visitors 
who said they had inhaled 
smoke. 

The ride remains shut down 
while the blaze is under 
investigation. Schroder said 
he did not have a damage 
estimate or know when the 
ride would reopen. 


“We’re still reviewing that. 
Too soon (to say) tonight,” 
he said late Saturday. 

But he said the area known 
as Toon Lagoon, which 
includes the log float ride, 
reopened Saturday evening. 
The theme park itself also 
remains open. □

Noem benefited from that 
view, defeating Demoeratie 
Rep. Stephanie Herseth 
Sandlin. Noem has risen to 
the forefront of the freshman 
elass; she was ehosen to serve 
in the GOP leadership. 

In the Senate, there’s a 
ehanee the Demoerats will 
replaee Republieans as the 
party of “no,” assuming the 
House GOP passes mueh of 
its agenda. Demoerats will 
eontrol the Senate 51-47 



with two independents, and 
only need 41 votes to bloek 
initiatives that arrive from the 
House. Among the reasons 
that the Republiean agenda 
will likely have a bigger 
impaet on the next eleetion 
than on the day-to-day lives of 
most Amerieans are: 

Mueh of the government 
spending has been politieally 
untouehable. About 60 pereent 
goes for entitlement programs, 
ineluding Medieare, Medieaid 
and Soeial Seeurity. The 
nation also is paying for wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan and 
major reeonstruetion projeets 
in those eountries. Both parties 
have eonsidered it politieally 
foolish to mess with Medieare 
and Soeial Seeurity. Also, 
Republieans don’t have a 
elean reeord as budget eutters. 
“Spending restraint on the 
Republiean side is a theory 
yet to be proven,” said Robert 
Bixby, exeeutive direetor of 
the budget-watehing Coneord 
Coalition. He noted that 
Demoeratie President Bill 
Clinton’s budget surplus 
turned into defieit under 
Republiean George W. Bush. 
Obama may be more 
willing to eompromise with 
Republieans than in his first 
two years, but he will fight 
repealing the health eare law. 
Senate Demoerats will almost 
eertainly stop major revisions. 
If for some reason they don’t, 
Obama will use his veto to 


stop them. 

Republiean attempts to 
overturn regulations on issues 
sueh as global warming also 
eould falter in the Senate. 
When the EPA announeed 
just before Christmas that it 
planned to set greenhouse gas 
emissions standards for power 
plants and oil refineries, Upton 
said, “We will not allow the 
administration to regulate 
what they have been unable to 
legislate.” Senate Demoerats 
may have a different view. 
Many eyes in the new session 
will foeus on Issa, who will 
have subpoena power and ean 
investigate any government 
program. 

Issa has played good eop and 
bad eop. He eritieized Obama’s 
most important programs, 
ineluding the eeonomie 
stimulus. But less than a 
month after the Republieans 
won big in November, he had 
a private peaee meeting with 
Viee President Joe Biden. 
Neither is shy about entering 
a politieal brawl, but initially 
they have pledged to work 
together against waste and 
for openness in traeking 
government spending. 

Issa has not diseouraged 
artieles suggesting he will send 
the administration subpoenas 
by the trainload. But he also 
wants to give subpoena power 
to nonpolitieal government 
watehdogs inspeetors general 
and let them use that authority 


to uneover fraud, waste and 
abuse. With a degree of 
politieal eover, Issa eould then 
use those findings to eonduet 
his own investigations. 

If the peaee paet between 
Biden and Issa holds, there 
are other issues where the 
Obama administration and 
eongressional Republieans 
ean eompromise as they did 
on extending Bush-era tax 
euts for all, eoupled with an 
extension of unemployment 
benefits sought by the 
president. 

The ineoming House Ways 
and Means Committee 
ehairman. Rep. Dave Camp of 
Miehigan, favors overhauling 
tax laws. So does Obama. 
“The tax eode is longer than 
the Bible, but without the 
happy ending,” Camp has 
said. “What we need is a 
eomprehensive reform of 
the tax eode that expands 
the tax base and lowers rates 
by being fairer, simpler and 
eondueive to growth.” That’s 
not too far, in theory, from 


Obama’s desire to “simplify 
eonfusing provisions in the 
tax eode, eneouraging saving 
and ereating a tax system that 
works for all Amerieans.” The 
ehallenge will be in reaehing 
agreement on the details. 
There eould be times when 
Obama will be eloser to 
Republieans than to liberal 
Demoerats, who were furious 
that Obama agreed to eontinue 
tax euts for the wealthy and to 
levy inheritanee taxes only on 
the very riehest Amerieans. 
Maryland Rep. Steny Hoyer, 
who is being replaeed as the 
House’s majority leader, was 
asked by a reporter near the 
end of the last Congress how 
mueh trust exits between 
Obama and liberals. 

“On a seale of one to 10 I’m 
not going to give you how 
mueh,” he said. “As you 
know. I’m not willing to kind 
of ereate or affirm a breaeh 
between the White House and 
the Congress. I think there’s 
always tension and there 
should be.”Q 
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GOP-led House plans to fight 
Obama pollution plan 


WASHINGTON - The incoming chairman of 
the House Energy and Commerce Committee 
is promising a fight over the Obama 
administration’s new approach on limiting 
greenhouse gas emissions. Congress failed last 
year to pass limits and let companies buy and 
sell pollution permits. 

That system was known as “cap and trade” but 
to Republicans it was “cap and tax” because 
they said it would raise energy prices. 


The administration now say it’ll act on its own 
to clamp down on power plant and oil refinery 
greenhouse emissions by developing new 
standards over the next year. 

But Michigan Rep. Fred Upton tells “Fox News 
Sunday” that the GOP-led House won’t “let 
this administration regulate what they’ve been 
unable to legislate.” He says Republicans want 
to tackle the problem “in a reasonable way.”Q 


4 Children, 1 man killed in Seattle snbnrb fire 


REDMOND, Wash. 

The mother of four young 
children could only watch 
in horror as a fire early New 
Year’s day swept through 
her Redmond apartment, 
killing the children and a 
32-year-old man, officials 
and neighbors said. 

“She couldn’t speak she was 
just hysterically screaming,” 
said neighbor Jared Wilson, 
who lives on the building’s 
third floor. 

He said the woman had 
been able to escape the 
two-bedroom ground-floor 
apartment and but was 
powerless to do anything 
when the flames engulfed her 
home. All four children were 
10 or younger. Are officials 
said. 

No other injuries were 
reported and the residents 


of all 12 apartments in the 
three-story wooden building 
were evacuated and found 
temporary housing. 

The 30-year-old woman was 
taken to a hospital where 
she was reported in stable 
condition, said Fire Battalion 
Chief Ed Carolan. 

The names of the victims and 
the relationship between the 
man and woman were not 
immediately available. 

Police spokesman Officer 
Matt Peringer said 
investigators are returning 
to the scene Sunday to try to 
determine the cause of the 
blaze. 

Chris Champoux and his 
wife were sleeping in their 
apartment in the building 
across a driveway from the 
units that burned. 

“The heat actually woke my 


wife up,” he said. “It was an 
inferno very horrific.” 

Crews from six fire 
departments responded, 
and investigators from the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives, the 
Washington State Patrol and 
a Seattle Fire Department 
canine arson detection unit 
were at the scene, though 
there were no immediate 
signs it was intentionally set, 
Peringer said. 

Carolan said the fire was 
reported around 2:30 a.m. 
at the Sammamish Ridge 
Apartments and quickly 
burned the two units above 
it. All three were heavily 
damaged and the apartments 
next to them have smoke 
damage, he said. 

Wilson said only about 30 
seconds elapsed from the 
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time he first heard shouting 
until his apartment was 
surrounded by heavy smoke 
and he was forced to flee. As 
he ran down the stairwell, 
he saw the woman, whose 
children he had often seen 
playing, screaming outside 
the building. 

Wilson said he and another 
resident grabbed a fire 
extinguisher and the two 
tried to enter the smoke-filled 
apartment. “At that point, the 
whole place just went up” 
and they were forced away 
by the flames. 

“It’s tough thinking about the 
fact that she lost her whole 
family,” Wilson said 
The building is one of a 


complex of three-story 
buildings in a wooded area 
just northwest of downtown 
Redmond. It is about two 
miles north of the Microsoft 
Corp. campus and about 12 
miles east of Seattle. 

The buildings have smoke 
detectors but not sprinklers, 
which weren’t required when 
the complex was built in the 
mid-1980s, Peringer said. 

“It is an awful tragedy,” said 
Teresa Lunsford, resident 
manager of the complex. 
According to Sammamish 
Ridge’s website, it is managed 
by Pan Pacific Properties, 
a Seattle company that has 
nine apartment complexes in 
the Seattle area. □

5-10%, with Jan Hatzius of Goldman Sachs, 
McBride points out, thinking it will be more 
like 5%. Reuters’s Felix Salmon makes a 
broader prediction: 

I wouldn’t be at all surprised to see the US 
homeownership rate fall a lot in coming years, 
back down below even its long-term mean 
around 64%. And if that happens, prices both 
to rent and to buy—are almost certain to fall 
from current levels. 

Europe: the Euro Will Survive Both Martin 
Wolf and Wolfgang Miinchau, in separate 
pieces for the Financial Times, think the euro 
will outlast the year. Wolf says “the will of 
members to keep the eurozone functioning 
has proved strong enough to prevent an 
outright default, let alone a departure from 
the currency union.” He thinks “the euro will 
surely survive, even in the long run, if in a 
diminished form, among the economies that 
are able to live with Germany.” Miinchau 
wonders “in what condition” the currency will 
survive, predicting “more funding crises,” as 
well as “public backlash against ... austerity

WikiLeaks Will Face Competition from 
‘Copycats’ Says James Crabtree: “Just as 
Napster pioneered music downloading but 
was soon surpassed, in the next year one of 
WikiLeaks’ imitators will overtake it.” 

‘Seven Bets for a Better Year for Business in 
2011’ This one’s from the Financial Times’ 
John Gapper. The bets include that the Oscar 
will go to “a big-budget film of the sort 
Hollywood depends on,” perhaps to Inception 
instead of The King’s Speech; “private stock 
exchanges will be hit by a scandal,” so-called 
“Big Pharma” will drop “early-stage research” 
on one of their expensive and unproductive 
“potential blockbusters,”; and “China will 
overtake Silicon Valley in green energy.” 
Particularly interesting for Americans: “The 
US will make a profit from AIG.” 

Don’t Celebrate Just Yet Analyst David 
Rosenberg is pretty gloomy in his 2011 
summary, reported at Business Insider by 
Leah Goldman and Gus Lubin. He thinks, 
for starters, the enthusiasm on U.S. equity is 
a little much. “In my view,” he writes more 
broadly, “real GDP growth in the U.S.A. is set 
to slow from around 3% in 2010 to 2% in 2011, 
or possibly even lower.” He sees rough roads 
ahead in China and Europe, too.Q

Britain tries on a big heart in times of iittle cash 


In Britain, necessity has 
become the mother of good 
intentions. 

With a fiscal crisis requiring 
radical cuts in government. 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron has advanced a 
radical remake of society. In 
a paper unveiled Dec. 26, his 
coalition laid out a vision to 
rally more people to donate 
time, money, and skills to 
community work and to 
charities. 

It’s a bold and untested idea, 
being watching closely in the 
equally budget-challenged 
United States, despite a 
strong American tradition of 
volunteering and giving. Can 
social action become the social 
norm and even a substitute for 
many government services? 
Critics of Mr. Cameron’s 
“big society” agenda which 
includes pushing power to 
local governments - doubt 
if public generosity can be 
ginned up quickly, or at all, 
before massive budget cuts 
hit in a few months. Only 8 
percent of people account for 
about half of all giving in the 


UK. 

But an equal cynicism has set 
in about the cold, distant, and 
often ineffective nature of a 
central government dispensing 
services. 

“Too many people thought, 
‘I’ve paid my taxes the state 
will look after everything,’ 
” said the prime minister, a 
Conservative who took office 
last spring in a coalition 
government. 

“But citizenship isn’t a 
transaction in which you put 
your taxes in and get your 
services out. It’s a relationship 
you’re part of something 
bigger than you.” 

The proposals in his so- 
called Giving Green Paper (a 
longer “white paper” is due 
in the spring) are certainly 
innovative, to say the least. 
Here are a few: 

Let charities ask for a small 
donation every time someone 
uses a cash machine, uses a 
credit/debit card, or requests a 
government service such as a 
license. 

Use an eBay-style website 
to trade one’s time 


“microvolunteering” for 
a comparable service by 
someone else. 

Train 5,000 community 
organizers to build up 
neighborhood groups for 
social action. 

Set up a “national community 
service” for I6-year-oIds 
to hone their skills through 
volunteering. 

Spend government money to 
match private donations to 
charities. 

Honor particularly big givers 
on national TV such as lottery 
winners who give away their 
money thus inspiring others 
to contribute. 

Provide incentives for 
businesses to let employees 
volunteer for good causes. 
And the list goes on, like a 
catalog of social experiments. 
Polls show people in the 
United Kingdom are more 
inclined to give money than 
their time to good causes 
(three-quarters give to charity 
while only about a quarter 
volunteer). Unfortunately, 
many charities are dependent 
on government for money. □

(AP) — Egyptian police are 
focusing their investigation 
into the New Year’s suicide 
bombing of a church on a 
group of Islamic hard-liners 
inspired by al-Qaida and 
based in the Mediterranean 
port city of Alexandria where 
the attack killed 21 people, 
security officials said Sunday. 
The bombing touched off 
riots and protests by Egypt’s 
Christian minority, who 
feel they are targeted and 
discriminated against and do 
not get adequate protection 
from authorities. There were 
signs of beefed up security 
outside churches nationwide 
and dozens returned to pray 
Sunday in the bombed, blood- 
spattered Saints Church 
— many of them sobbing, 
screaming in anger and 
slapping themselves in grief 
No group has claimed 
responsibility for the attack 
on Coptic Christians leaving 
a midnight Mass about a 
half hour into the new year 
Saturday, the worst attack 
on Egyptian Christians in 
a decade. In the immediate 
aftermath. President Hosni 
Mubarak blamed foreigners 
and the Alexandria governor 
accused al-Qaida, pointing to 
threats against Christians by 
the terror network’s branch in 
Iraq. 

But on Sunday, security 
officials said police are 
looking at the possibility 
that homegrown Islamic 
extremists were behind it, 
and perhaps were inspired by 
al-Qaida though not directly 
under foreign command. 
Investigators were also 
examining lists of air 
passengers who arrived 
recently in Egypt from Iraq 
because al-Qaida in Iraq 
threatened Christians in both 
countries. They said they 
are looking for any evidence 
of an al-Qaida financier or 
organizer who may have 
visited Egypt to recruit the 
bomber and his support team 
from local militants. 
Investigators were also 
examining two heads found 
at the site on suspicion 
that at least one was the 


bomber’s, state news agency 
MENA reported. The crime 
lab investigation found the 
explosives used were locally 
made and were filled with nails 
and ball bearings to maximize 
the number of casualties. 
Egypt’s government has long 
insisted that al-Qaida does not 
have a significant presence in 
the country, and it has never 
been conclusively linked to 
any attacks here. 

Egypt does, however, have a 
rising movement of Islamic 
hard-liners who, while they 
do not advocate violence, 
adhere to an ideology similar 
in other ways to al-Qaida. 
There have been fears they 
could be further radicalized by 
sectarian tensions. The hard¬ 
liners, known as Salafis, have 
a large and active presence in 
Alexandria. 

The security officials 
cautioned, however, that the 
attackers may not necessarily 
have come from the ranks of 
the Salafis but more likely 
came from one of a number of 
small, fringe groups that are 
even more radical. 

Alexandria, a famed city of 
antiquity which a century 
ago was home to a mix of 
Muslims, Christians, Jews 
and foreigners, has become a 
stronghold for Islamic hard¬ 
liners in the past decade. 
Stabbings at three Alexandria 
churches in 2006 sparked 
three days of Muslim- 
Christian riots that left at least 
four dead. 

The security officials, 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation has not yet 
been completed, also said 25 
people have been detained for 
questioning, but none of them 
was thought to be linked to the 
attack. 

They said the 25 were mostly 
owners of cars parked outside 
the church at the time, 
storekeepers and Muslim 
neighbors known to be Islamic 
fundamentalists. 

Suspicion for the attack 
immediately fell on al-Qaida 
after the terror group’s branch 
in Iraq vowed to attack 
Christians in Iraq and Egypt 
over the cases of two Egyptian 
Christian women who sought 
to convert to Islam. The 
women, who were married to 


priests in the Coptic Orthodox 
Church, were prohibited from 
divorcing their husbands and 
sought to convert as a way 
out. 

The women have since 
been secluded by the Coptic 
Church, prompting Islamic 
hard-liners in Egypt to accuse 
the Church of imprisoning 
them and forcing them to 
renounce Islam. The Church 
denies the allegation. 
Al-Qaida in Iraq cited the 
Egyptian women in a claim 
of responsibility for the attack 
on a Baghdad church in 
October that killed 68 people. 
The group has also threatened 
Egypt’s Coptic Orthodox 
Christian community over 
the two cases and the church 
attacked was an Orthodox 
Coptic church. 

The attack was dramatically 
different from past violence 
against Christians, which 
included shootings but not 
serious bombings, much less 
suicide attacks. Christians, 
mainly Orthodox Copts, make 
up about 10 percent of Egypt’s 
mainly Muslim population of 
nearly 80 million. 

The attack only served to 
heighten tensions that have 
been growing in recent years 
between Christians and 
Muslims. 

Those tensions were on 
display in the center of the 
capital Cairo on Sunday, 
where about 2,000 riot police 
were deployed outside the 


city’s landmark TV and radio 
building as scores of protesters 
carrying large wooden crosses 
marched nearby but never 
made it to the building. 
Christians staged 

demonstrations in at least three 
cities to protest what they see 
as the government’s failure to 
protect their community, but 
police moved quickly to break 


up the gatherings. 

In Alexandria, about 500 
Christians staged a noisy 
protest near the bombed 
church. Riot police 
outnumbered them by at least 
two to one and prevented 
them from moving elsewhere.

Insurgent attacks kill 4 
Iraqi security efficers

BAGHDAD (AP) — Insurgents killed four members 
of Iraq’s security forces and a city engineer in separate 
incidents across the Iraqi capital Sunday evening, officials 
said. 

The similar nature of the attacks — all were shootings by 
assailants armed with silencers — and the fact that they all 
occurred within less than an hour of each other suggested 
a coordinated campaign to target security officials and 
government workers. There was no immediate claim of 
responsibility. 

Iraqi police and hospital officials said gunmen killed an 
off-duty traffic policeman in a drive-by shooting in eastern 
Baghdad around 8 p.m., and shot dead an Iraqi army 
colonel in his car downtown. 

Assailants killed two more policemen in separate incidents 
later Sunday in Baghdad, as well as a city engineer 
northeast of the capital. 

Gunmen also targeted a police colonel driving in northern 
Baghdad, but he escaped with severe wounds and was 
taken to the hospital. 

Insurgents in Iraq frequently target the country’s security 
forces and government employees for a variety of reasons, 
including retribution or to intimidate others from joining 
the security services. 

Earlier Sunday, gunmen killed a lawyer in eastern Baghdad, 
police and hospital officials said.

reach the United States. 

The dismissals early this 
week will include several 
top directors of the National 
Institute for Migration, 

according to two government 
officials, who spoke on 

condition of anonymity 

because the decision has not 
been made public. 

The government of President 
Felipe Calderon also plans to 
reform practices that have led 
to omissions, oversights and 
acts of corruption, though the 
officials didn’t provide details. 
The hardships migrants face 
in Mexico have long been 
a source of discomfort for a 
country that lobbies hard for 
better treatment of its own 
immigrants in the United 
States. 

The shake-up comes less than 
two weeks after El Salvador 
reported the kidnapping of 
50 migrants from a train in 
the southern Mexican state of 


Oaxaca. 

Mexico angered its Central 
American neighbors by 
initially denying the Dec. 
16 abduction took place, but 
now says it is investigating 
and has several migrants who 
escaped in protective custody. 
El Salvador later denounced a 
second kidnapping in Oaxaca: 
nine migrants who apparently 
were taken from a train Dec. 22. 
Five escaped and reported the 
kidnapping and one was killed 
trying to flee, the Salvadoran 
Foreign Relations Department 
said in a statement. 

The bodies of 72 migrants 
were found Aug. 24 at a ranch 
about 100 miles south of the 
U.S. border they were trying 
to reach. Authorities have said 
the migrants were killed by the 
Zetas drug gang after refusing 
to work as traffickers. The 
Zetas have also been linked to 
the disappearance of the 50. 

In September, Cecilia Romero 
resigned as director of the 
institute in the wake of the 
massacre and was replaced by 
the current director, Salvador 
Beltran del Rio. 

The two officials said the 
shake-up is not a response 
to the kidnappings but to a 
government review that found 
widespread incompetence 
within the institute, which runs 
migrant detention centers and 


is in charge of deportations. 
They declined to say how 
many of the institute’s 5,000 
employees would be replaced. 
Migrants who have long faced 
abuse — often at the hands of 
Mexican police or immigration 
officials who have been caught 
taking bribes from smugglers, 
shaking down migrants or even 
handing them to kidnappers. 

In the central state of Hidalgo, 
the government officials 
said, nine Honduran migrants 
escaped a detention center on 
Dec. 21 by smashing a hole 
through a wall. Staff at the 
center claimed to have heard 
nothing, and did not report 
the escape for hours. The 
supervisor on duty at the time 
was fired. 

In the northern state of 
Tamaulipas, immigration 
agents have tried to turn away 
migrants brought to detention 
centers by the army, the 
government officials said. The 
immigration agents claimed to 
have received deaths threats 
and warnings from drug 
cartels not to accept any more 
migrants, an apparent tactic 
by drug traffickers to have 
more would-be victims on the 
streets. Under Mexican law, 
the agents are required to take 
the migrants in. 

Earlier this year, two 
immigration officials were

arrested for smuggling Chinese 
migrants, and a detention 
center in Mexico City was 
found to be a drug-trafficking 
hotbed. 

One of the worst cases came 
in 2007 when 12 Central 
Americans nearly suffocated 
in a truck where they were 
being held by immigrant 
agents demanding a bribe. 

The intrusion of drug cartels 
has made the journey to 
the U.S. border even more 
dangerous. The Zetas, a vicious 
cartel with reach into Central 
America, has increasingly 
controlled migrant-smuggling 
routes in Mexico, extorting 
smugglers and kidnapping

migrants for ransom or to use 
them as forced recruits. 

A Roman Catholic priest 
who runs a migrant shelter in 
Oaxaca and first reported the 
Dec. 16 kidnapping said he has 
information that the Zetas were 
also involved in that assault. 
Calderon’s government 

already has taken several steps 
to try to improve the plight of 
migrants, including signing 
accords with other countries 
to ensure safe deportations, 
revamping detention centers 
and training immigration 
agents in human rights. 
Mexico has also passed a law 
stating that it is not a crime to 
be in the country illegally. Q 
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Magnitude-7.1 earthquake 
shakes seuthern Chile

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) 
— A magnitude-7.1 
earthquake shook southern 
Chile on Sunday, prompting 
tens of thousands to flee 
the coast for higher ground 


amid fears it could generate 
a tsunami like the one that 
ravaged the area last year. 
There were no reports of 
deaths or damage, and 
Vicente Nunez, head of 
the National Emergency 
Office, said no tsunami 


alert was issued. 

“There has been no harm 
to people, no harm to 
property,” Nunez said. “We 
will continue monitoring.” 
The Pacific Tsunami 
Warning Center in Hawaii 
also said a destructive 
Pacific Ocean-wide tsunami 
was not expected. 

President Sebastian Pinera 
urged calm in an address to 
the nation. “There was an 
exercise of self-evacuation, 
which is exactly what we 
have asked people to do,” 
Pinera said. “Fortunately 
we do not have to lament 
accidents or losses of life.” 
Some cell-phone 

communications and 

electrical power were 
knocked out in the 
Araucania region where the 


quake was centered, 370 
miles south-southwest of 
the capital, Santiago. 

The U.S. Geological 
Survey said the epicenter 
was about 45 miles away 
from the provincial capital 
of Temuco, which has 
a population of about 
250,000. The quake struck 
at a depth of about 11 
miles, according to the 
USGS, and there was at 
least one aftershock of 5.0 
magnitude. 

When the first temblor 
struck, people in several 
coastal cities quickly moved 
away from the ocean, 
abandoning some shopping 
centers entirely. 

In the communities of La 
Araucania, Puerto Saavedra, 
Token and Teodoro Smith, 


an estimated 50,000 people 
voluntarily evacuated to 
higher ground, according to 
Nunez. 

Hundreds of tourists 
spending the New Year’s 
holiday at the resorts of 
Villarica and Pucon cut 
their trips short and headed 
north, clogging roads and 
toll stations. 

Residents of the region 
have fresh memories of the 
magnitude-8.8 quake and 
resulting tsunami on Feb. 
27, 2010, that killed at least 
521 people and left 200,000 
homeless. 

Sergio Barrientos, director 
of the seismology office at 
the University of Chile, said 
Sunday’s temblor was itself 
an aftershock of last year’s 
mega-quake.Q

Rio 2016 logo creators 
dony claims of plagiarism

SAG PAULO (AP) — The creators of the 
2016 Rio Olympics logo have dismissed any 
claims of plagiarism, saying any similarities 
to one from a United States foundation is a 
coincidence. 

The creators made the denial after Brazilian 
media noted similarities with the logo of the 
Telluride Foundation based in Colorado. 

The comparisons began shortly after the 
Olympic logo was unveiled before about 1 
million people on New Year’s Eve at Rio’s 
Copacabana beach. Both logos depict figures 
embraced at the arms in a flowing motion. 

The director of the Brazilian agency that 
designed the logo said he had never seen 
the foundation’s version. Fred Gelli told the 
GloboEsporte.com website that the agency did 
extensive research to guarantee the design was 
unique. 

“For some reason, we missed that one,” Gelli 
said. 

Gelli acknowledged a “similarity” with the 
foundation’s logo, but said the broad concept 
of people embracing each other is not novel. 


The Telluride Foundation says on its website 
that it promotes philanthropy and provides 
“grants and services to the community in 
support of arts, education, athletics and all 
charitable causes.” 

Gelli also dismissed similarities with the 
painting “The Dance” by Henri Matisse. 

“The brand is radically different because it 
is tridimensional,” Gelli said. “It’s a radical 
difference.” 

Gelli’s Tatil agency entered the process to 
design the logo along with nearly 140 other 
competitors. A team of 15 national and 
international members of the organizing 
committee for Rio 2016 made the final decision 
a few months ago. 

A giant TV screen set up on the sand at 
Copacabana beach beamed the logo to cheering 
spectators before a massive flag bearing the 
image was rolled out on top of the crowd. 
Organizers say the logo was designed based 
on four pillars: contagious energy, harmonious 
diversity, exuberant nature and the Olympic 
spirit. 

The Rio Olympics will be the first staged in 
South America. □ 


Sainz wins first stage of Oakar Raiiy 


CORDOBA, Argentina 
(AP) — Defending 
champion Carlos Sainz 
won Sunday’s first stage of 
the Dakar Rally, covering 
the 222-kilometer distance 
in 2 hours, 18 minutes, 
32 seconds. Sainz’s 
Volkswagen was 1:31 ahead 
of second-place Stephane 
Peterhansel in a BMW and 
2:16 in front of Volkswagen 
teammate Nasser A1 
Attiyah. American driver 
Mark Miller was fourth, 
4:17 behind. 

Ruben Faria of Portugal 
took the stage in the bike 
category, clocking 1:58:02. 
He was 29 seconds ahead of 
defending champion Cyril 
Despres and had a 1:15 lead 
on Marc Coma, the 2009 
champion. 

Sainz managed a stage 
victory without having a 


good day. 

“For about 30 miles, we had 
a lot of rain,” he said. “At 
times we just could not see 
anything. Moreover, I had 
issues with the wipers that 
had stopped working. I am 
really happy the day is over. 
It was a bit like the Rally of 
Great Britain.” 

Faria also seemed surprised 
to have been a winner. 

“I did better today than 
many great riders with 
different driving styles,” 
Faria said. “It’s already a 
good point of reference.” 
Despres took the wet, 
slippery day in his stride. 

“It was a great warming-up 
exercise — a winding route, 
big sliding sections, a mix 
between skiing and riding,” 
Despres said. “I am in good 
shape. ... In the beginning 
of a Dakar, one always 


wonders: is this going to 
change much? Even if we 
tested our bikes, a Dakar 
will always be a Dakar. The 
race is on now and staying 
focused is of the essence.” 
Sunday’s first stage from 
Victoria to Corboda in 
northern Argentina followed 
the ceremonial ride from 
Buenos Aires to Victoria on 
the opening day. Officials 
said 407 contestants started 
the race on Sunday, down 
from the 430 who were 
enrolled on Saturday. Dakar 
is being held for the third 
straight year in Argentina 
and Chile. This year’s route 
covers 9,500 kilometers, 
reaching the Atacama desert 
in northern Chile — one of 
the driest places on earth 
— before heading back for 
the Jan. 16 finish in Buenos

End of the 
lineP Favre 
says it is

Brett Favre was the NFL’s 
ultimate iron man for 19 
years, inspiring eoaehes and 
teammates with unparalleled 
toughness and thrilling fans 
with a daredevil’s verve and 
a showman’s sense of the 
moment. 

Yet the onee-irrepressible 
Favre never looked older or 
more fragile than in year No. 
20. The magie of last season, 
and most of his brilliant eareer, 
never seemed farther away. 

It had to end some time. And 
Favre says that time is now. 
The 41-year-old quarterbaek 
sat out Minnesota’s season¬ 
ending loss to the Lions on 
Sunday with a eoneussion, 
and it appears that perhaps the 
toughest man to ever play in 
the NFL had his eareer end not 
on the field trying to rally the 
Vikings to another vietory, but 
on the beneh as a third-string 
rookie floundered in Favre’s 
plaee. 

No one — not even Brett 
Favre — ean play forever. 

“I know it’s time, and that’s 
OK. It is,” Favre said after the 
20-13 defeat. “Again, I hold 
no regrets, and I ean’t think of 
too many players offhand that 
ean walk away and say that. 
Individually and from a team 
standpoint, it was way more 
than I ever dreamed of” 

He also retired in 2008 with 
the Paekers and 2009 with the 
Jets, only to return to the field 
both times when the football 
bug bit him in the summer. 
He knows that there will be 
doubters again. 

“I don’t know for me if it’s 
ever easy,” Favre said. “I’m 
sure throughout this year, the 
eomment has been made that, 
‘We’ll wait and see in August 
or September’ and that’s fine. 
It’s time. I’m OK with it.” 

If this indeed is the end — for 
real, this time — for Favre, 


one of the most colorful 
and celebrated careers in 
league history concluded 
with a season filled with 
interceptions, injuries and 
insults. 

He was picked off 19 times 
this season and his 69.9 
quarterback rating is the lowest 
of his career. The Vikings 
sunk to the bottom of the NFC 
North after starting the season 
with Super Bowl aspirations, 
coach Brad Childress was 
fired during the season and 
Favre was fined $50,000 
for failure to cooperate with 
an NFL investigation into 
allegations that he sent lewd 
photos and messages to a 
game-day hostess when both 
worked for the New York Jets 
in 2008. 

Favre’s reputation took 
a serious hit from the 
humiliating scandal, which 
tarnished the image of one 
of the league’s most popular 
players. He declined to 
comment on the fine after the 
game. His long-awaited union 
with receiver Randy Moss 
also was a spectacular failure 
and his cherished streak of 
297 straight starts ended three 
weeks ago, with a sprained 
throwing shoulder making 
it impossible for Favre to 
let those famously zip-filled 
passes rip from his right arm. 
And just for good measure, 
the Metrodome roof caved in 
to provide a perfect metaphor 
for Favre and the Vikings’ 
2010, forcing the Vikings to 
play “home” games at Detroit 
and at the University of 
Minnesota’s outdoor stadium 
in December. 

“It’s been a wonderful 
experience for me,” Favre 
said. “This year did not work 
out the way we would have 
hoped, but that’s football. I 
don’t regret coming back. I 
enjoyed my experience here.” 
He was listed as doubtful for

the game against the Lions 
on Sunday, having failed to 
pass the necessary tests to 
be cleared to play during the 
week. The Vikings announced 
that he was inactive about 80 
minutes before kickoff, and 
Joe Webb started his second 
straight game at quarterback. 
“He’s a guy who loves 
football to death. You can 
tell. He played up until he 
was 41 years old,” Webb said. 
“I admire him, he’s a great 
mentor for me. I’ll always 
keep in contact with him.” 

The season started reluctantly, 
with Favre having serious 
reservations about coming 
back after having surgery on 
his ankle last summer. He 
also wondered if he could 
duplicate his incredible 2009 
performance, which he called 
the best of his career. 
Childress had to send three of 
Favre’s closest friends on the 
team — Ryan Longwell, Jared 
Allen and Steve Hutchinson 
— on a private plane to 
Hattiesburg, Miss., to coax 
the old man into coming back 
for one more shot at a Super 
Bowl. But that sensational 
3 3 -touchdown, seven- 

interception masterpiece 
he put together to help the 
Vikings reach the NFC title 
game last year was doomed 
from the start. Injuries to 
his two best receivers made 
it difficult for Favre to get 
going, and that indestructible 
body of his finally started to 
break down. 


“All indications, when I talk 
with him, and we ’ ve had many, 
many discussions — this is it,” 
interim coach Leslie Frazier 
said. “I don’t even think it’ll 
be an issue in the future. I 
don’t see any situation that’s 
going to change his mind. You 
might say, ‘We’ll, we’ve been 
down that road before,” but 
it’s different now. Things are 
different, in his life and in the 


organization’s life as well.” 
The website Deadspin 
published the tawdry 
allegations about Favre’s 
supposed advances on Jenn 
Sterger in October, and he 
spent the next two months 
sidestepping questions about 
it while being exposed to the 
kind of public humiliation that 
he’s never had to deal with

NFl coaching changes in the air

Five NFL coaches have 
already lost their jobs, and 
a whole lot more could be 
looking for new positions in 
the next few days. 

Start with the state of Ohio, 
where Cincinnati’s Marvin 
Lewis and Cleveland’s Eric 
Mangini are scheduled to meet 
with club executives Monday 
to decide their future. 

Lewis no longer is under 
contract and is expected to 
move on after the Bengals lost 
to the Ravens 13-7 to finish 
the season 4-12. 

“All I know is, officially today 
Fm no longer employed,” 
Lewis said. 

Mangini meets with Browns 
president Mike Holmgren, 
who could make a change 
after a 5-11 season, giving 
Mangini a 10-22 record in his 
two years. 

“It’s a really disappointing 
way to end the season,” 
Mangini said. “There are not 
many positives to talk about.” 
Other coaches who could be 
in trouble include Miami’s 
Tony Sparano, Houston’s 
Gary Kubiak, Tennessee’s Jeff 
Fisher and Oakland’s Tom 
Cable. 

Interim coaches Jason Garrett 
of Dallas and Leslie Frazier 
of Minnesota could soon get 
their jobs permanently. 

John Fox coached his last 


game for the Carolina 
Panthers, a 31-10 loss to the 
Falcons, two days after it was 
announced he wouldn’t be 
back. He was the fifth coach to 
lose his job before the end of 
the season — the others were 
Wade Phillips (Cowboys); 
Brad Childress (Vikings), 
Josh McDaniels (Broncos); 
and Mike Singletary (49ers). 
“It’s been a heck of a run,” 
Fox said. “A lot of good 
memories. I know I didn’t 
finish like anybody wanted. I 
would have never expected to 
have a nine-year run. If I was 
given the chance to do it all 
over again, I would.” 

Some coaches have been told 
they’ll be back, among them 
the Giants’ Tom Coughlin. 
New York beat the Redskins 
17-14 to finish 10-6 but missed 
the playoffs for the second 
straight year. Co-owner John 
Mara said there was “never 
any doubt” Coughlin would 
be back. 

There’s also been speculation 
Kubiak would return and 
fire many of his defensive 
assistants. The Texans lost 
eight of their final 10 games 
and had the league’s worst 
pass defense. 

Kubiak said he would meet 
with owner Bob McNair on 
Monday.

BUFFALO, N.Y. - Canada set up an anticipated rematch, even 
if it’ll be two days earlier than expected. 

Canada reached the semifinals of the World Junior 
Championships with a 4-1 win Sunday over Switzerland, and 
will face the United States on Monday. The winner will advance 
to the gold-medal game on Wednesday. 

The semifinal will be a rematch of last year’s championship 
game, when the Americans snapped Canada’s string of five 
straight gold medals with an overtime win. 

Sweden beat Canada in a shootout in the final game of the 
preliminary round Friday to grab the top seed in Group B, 
dropping Canada into the quarterfinals. 

The USA won group A and got a bye into the semis. 

“It was the most hyped game coming in,” Canadian forward 
Marcus Foligno said. “I think it will live up to it. The U.S. 
versus Canada. Here it is.” 

A win over its southern neighbor Monday would give Canada 
a chance to play for its 16th gold medal since this tournament 
began in 1977. A U.S. victory would put the host country into 
the gold-medal game for the third time in the past 11 years. 

“It’s the U.S., and I don’t think anybody in the locker room 
really likes them,” Canadian forward Louis Leblanc said with a 
sly smile. “They’re a solid and balanced team.”

DOHA, Qatar (AP) — 
Roger Federer will be 
looking to bounce back 
from a string of Grand Slam 
defeats in 2010 while his 
biggest rival, top-ranked 
Rafael Nadal, is hoping to 
resume the dominant form 
that saw him capture the 
French Open, Wimbledon 
and US Open titles. 
Spectators can expect to see 
much of the pair in 2011, 
starting with the season¬ 
opening Qatar Open in Doha 
which begins Monday. A 
taste of their long-running 
rivalry was also on display 
in Abu Dhabi on Saturday, 
when Nadal edged Federer 
7-6, 7-6 to defend his title 
at the invitational World 
Tennis Championships. 
Before leaving for Doha, 
the No. 2-ranked Federer 
said he saw Abu Dhabi and 
Doha as a chance to try 
out new shots, adding that 
he was looking forward 
to resuming his duel with 
Nadal that will get its first 
big test at the Australian 
Open where the 29-year- 
old Swiss is the defending 
champion. 

“It’s a special Australian 


Open with me being the 
defending champion,” 
Federer said. “Obviously 
the focus is going to be 
on the two of us. Tennis is 
really going to be exciting 
down in Australia.” 

Nadal said he doesn’t feel 
any pressure ahead of this 
year’s Australian Open, 
even though a tournament 
victory there would make 


him the first man to win 
four major titles in a row 
since Rod Laver pulled off 
a calendar Grand Slam by 
claiming all four in 1969. 
“It’s not extra pressure, for 
me it’s extra motivation,” 
Nadal said, who lost 
in the Doha final last 
year to Russian Nikolay 
Davydenko. 

“The pressure is everyday 


to play well and keep 
winning matches and I 
don’t think (about) winning 
(the) Australian Open 
immediately,” Nadal said. 
“You never know what’s 
going to happen since it’s 
going to be a very difficult 
tournament.” 

For Nadal, staying healthy 
will be his top priority. 
He still grimaces at the 


memories of last year’s 
Australian Open — 
where he retired from his 
quarterfinal with a knee 
injury, the lone blemish on 
his 25-1 Grand Slam record 
in 2010. “Health. That’s the 
most important thing. For 
myself and everybody that’s 
the most important thing,” 
Nadal said after winning in 
Abu Dhabi. “Without that, 
the rest of the things are 
just impossible.” 

In Doha, Federer and Nadal 
are the top seeds, ahead of 
Frenchman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga. Fourth-seeded 
Davydenko is hoping to 
find his form after a year 
in which he has dropped 
from sixth to 22nd in the 
rankings. 

“It’s good to be back here 
in Doha as the defending 
champion, although I’m no 
longer the favorite here,” 
Davydenko said. “I’m keen 
to make my presence felt... 
I’m now ranked 22nd and 
have to make amends.” 

In their first round matches, 
Federer plays a qualifier 
while Nadal plays the 
103rd-ranked Karol Beck 
of Slovakia. □

The highway 
that winds through it is coated 
with snow and ice, making 
travel between central and 
southern parts of the state 
difficult and, sometimes, 
nearly impossible. 

During these stormy 
outbursts. Dr. Gregory Smith, 
who specializes in treating 
chronic pain and prescription 
drug abuse, can’t make it from 
his office in Los Angeles to 
his Fresno clinic. Two years 
ago, his only options were to 
reschedule appointments or 
cancel altogether. 

But now. Smith uses his 
computer webcam to “see” 
his patients. He estimates the 
video technology enabled 
him to save 350 to 500 
appointments this year. 

“It’s almost as good as being 
there,” said Smith, whose two 
clinics have more than 1,300 
patients. Web-camera doctor 
appointments have their 
benefits and their drawbacks. 


Free online video-chat 
services let doctors check in 
quickly with patients, which 
can be more convenient for 
both. They let sick patients 
keep their germs at home, 
rather than bring them to an 
office. And doctors in some 
specialties, such as plastic 
surgery, use the technology 
to extend the reach of 
their practices by having 
e-consultations with patients 
in far-away cities. 

But nothing can replace real- 
life contact with a patient, 
doctors say. There are nuances 
to medical conditions that can 
be conveyed only during face- 
to-face interactions. 

While the pros and cons of 
video-chats are debated, one 
thing seems certain: With 
technology creeping into 
more areas of our lives, the 
number of people making 
such appointments will only 
increase. 

On the rise 

It’s hard to quantify how many 
doctors now use webcams 
in their practices, because 
no agency tracks or requires 
doctors to report webcam use. 


said Gary Capistrant, senior 
director of public policy at 
the American Telemedicine 
Association (ATA). 

But “it’s absolutely 
increasing,” Capistrant told 
MyHealthNewsDaily, “and 
now that you’ve got those 
4G phones where you can 
videoconference from your 
cell phone, it’s going to be 
much more common.” 

For some, the question is not 
whether to video-chat with 
patients, but rather how to 
strike a balance between video 
and real-life appointments. 
Smith won’t use a webcam or 
Skype software exclusively to 
see patients who are far away, 
and prefers to have at least a 
few in-person appointments 
before agreeing to a webcam 
visit. But the technology is 
useful for quick check-ins 
if a patient doesn’t have an 
appointment, he said. 

“If there’s some pressing 
event, it’s so convenient 
that you can say, ‘I’ll just 
Skype this guy for five to 10 
minutes,”’ Smith said. “Then, 
you can solve the problem 
right there instead of having to 


make another appointment.” 
Under current laws, doctors 
must be licensed in other states 
if they are seeing patients 
outside of their home state on 
a more-than-occasional basis, 
according to the ATA. 

But as technology becomes 
more advanced, gray areas in 
the laws are likely to grow, 
Capistrant said, and doctors 
will need to be increasingly 
aware of medical laws in other 
states. To practice medicine 
right now - even over a 
computer - a doctor must be 
licensed in the state where he 
or she is physically located, 
as well as in the state where 
the patient is located, he said. 
But many doctors are licensed 


in more than one state, and 
some states have agreements 
with others to accommodate 
doctors who see patients across 
state lines, Capistrant said. 
Doctors also have to make 
sure their communication 
is secure and encrypted in 
some fashion in order to 
abide by the Health Insurance 
Portability and Accountability 
Act (HIPAA), which ensures 
patient privacy, Capistrant 
said. “Doctors should inform 
the patient of what’s involved 
and disclose any risk, but the 
patient is ultimately the one 
who can decide ... the level 
of protection they want on 
their medical information,” 
Capistrant said.Q 


Fans relieved te be able te watcb Outback Bawl 



NEW YORK - College 
football fans were elated 
that they could stay home 
to watch the Florida Gators 
play the Penn State Nittany 
Lions in Saturday’s Outback 
Bowl, after Sinclair Broadcast 
Group Inc. and two cable TV 
companies agreed to extend 
contract talks for two more 


weeks. 

Hunt Valley, Md.-based 
Sinclair and the two cable 
providers Time Warner 
Cable Inc. and Bright House 
Networks have been locked 
in an acrimonious tug-of-war 
over the fees that the cable 
companies pay to air programs 
from 33 of Sinclair’s television 


stations. Their previous 
contract was scheduled to 
expire at midnight Friday. 
If the companies hadn’t 
reached a temporary two- 
week extension late Friday 
night, local Sinclair stations 
including affiliates of NBC, 
ABC, CBS and Fox would 
have been dropped from 
channel lineups for roughly 
4 million Time Warner 
customers and an unknown 
number of Bright House 
subscribers. 

Chip Corbin, a Penn State 
alumnus in Ohio, had planned 
to go to a sports bar to watch 
the Outback Bowl if his ABC 
affiliate had blacked out. 
Sports bars typically subscribe 
to satellite services, which are 
unaffected by the Sinclair 
dispute. 

“It’s nice to know that I won’t 
be competing with folks who 
are going to want to watch 
different bowl games,” said 
Corbin, 32, an engineer with 
the Air Force who lives just 
outside of Dayton in Huber 


Heights, Ohio. “My whole life 
has been Penn State football,” 
he said. 

Corbin said the comforts of 
home trumped the possibility 
of being stuck in a corner of a 
bar with few people interested 
in his game. 

“I’ve got my 46-inch, high- 
definition TV, and I get to 
make my own chicken wing 
recipe,” Corbin said. 

Even if Sinclair hadn’t 
agreed to the extension. Time 
Warner had said it would 
have imported broadcast 
signals from other cities to 
replace Sinclair stations so 
that its customers could still 
enjoy network programming 
from these four networks. 
Syndicated shows such as 
“Seinfeld” could have been 
moved to different time slots. 
However, viewers would have 
lost access to local news and 
weather. 

Bright House added that it, too, 
would have carried feeds from 
other cities if its dispute with 
Sinclair remained unresolved. 


Those plans would have likely 
kept the Outback Bowl game 
on regardless of whether the 
contract dispute was settled. 
This means that even if 
Sinclair and the two cable 
companies do not reach an 
agreement by their new target 
date of Jan. 14, subscribers 
will still be able to watch the 
Golden Globes, which will air 
on NBC on Jan. 16, as well 
as ongoing NFL playoff and 
NHL games. 

By making those alternate 
arrangements, the cable 
companies put pressure 
on Sinclair to continue 
negotiating and possibly 
reconsider its proposed 
broadcasting fee hike. Time 
Warner has been using that 
same strategy in upstate New 
York to work around a similar 
dispute with Smith Media. 
Viewers still get prime-time 
shows and other national 
programming but their local 
newscasts come from other 
markets. □

recovering heroin addict who 
has been sober for 24 years. 
“It would just be a question, 
is she going to be willing to 
continue to make the sacrifices 
she needs to?

Rehab and recovery are 
different for each individual, 
said Dr. Westley Clark, 
an addiction medicine 
psychiatrist at the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration. He 
noted that substance abuse can 
“hijack cognitive functioning” 
and lead people to make 
irrational decisions. Similar 
self-destruction actions are 
sometimes seen in patients 
battling diseases such as 
diabetes and obesity, he said. 
“Ultimately, someone who has 
an alcohol or drug problem 
has to come to grips with 
the consequences,” Clark 
said, adding that he could 
not specifically speak about 
Lohan’s condition. 

Dealing with the repercussions 
of her previous actions 
won’t just confront Lohan 
in criminal court. She also 
faces a civil trial in which a 
woman and three young men 
accused her of wrongdoing for 
a high-speed chase that ended 
with Lohan’s arrest in Santa 
Monica in 2007. 

Career-wise, any resurgence 
appears intertwined with her 
continued recovery.

Berry did a 
step or two of what he called 
his “heel scoop” move and was 
helped offstage. Handwerker 
said he later saw Berry get 
into a white limousine and

NEW YORK - A bout of profit 
taking seems likely early in 
the new year after the S&P 
500 ended its best December 
in almost two decades, but 
stocks may have further to run 
at the start of 2011. 

Technical indicators are 
pointing to a strained market, 
though recently stocks 
have been maintaining the 
momentum of late 2010. 

The potential is certainly 
there for shares to derail this 
week with some important 
economic reports due. A repeat 
of last month’s disappointing 
U.S. jobs number could spark 
a sell-off 

“We think in the near term 
markets are getting ahead 
of themselves,” said Zahid 
Siddique, a portfolio manager 
for Gabelli Equity Trust in 


Rye, New York. “The data has 
to be good for the markets to 
continue to go up, and if there 
is any weakness in the data, 
we think we could have a sell- 
off” 

Analysts in a Reuters poll 
expect the economy added 
126,000 jobs in December, 
up from 39,000 the prior 
month, but still not enough 
to significantly dent 
unemployment. 

A series of global purchasing 
managers indexes are also 
due this week, including 
the Institute for Supply 
Management’s two monthly 
surveys. They are expected 
to show growth quickened in 
December in the U.S. services 
and manufacturing sectors. 

An array of technical factors 
show the market may be at the 


top end of its recent trading 
range, but strongly trending 
markets often produce false 
signals. 

“There is no denying the fact 
that the market is overbought,” 
said Paul Hickey, an analyst at 
Bespoke Investment Group 
in Harrison, New York. “The 
entire month of December 
the S&P 500 has closed in 
overbought levels everyday.” 
Hickey considers the S&P 500 
overbought when it moves one 
standard deviation above its 
50-day moving average. But 
looking at prior months where 
that has occurred, he found 
performance the next month 
was above average instead of 
reverting to the mean. 
“Momentum tends to carry the 
market further,” he said.

Russian 2010 oil output hits post-Soviot rocord 


MOSCOW - Russian oil output rose by 2.2 
percent in 2010 to a record 10.1 million barrels 
per day (505.193 million tonnes) as higher 
prices prompted the world’s top oil exporter 
to ramp up production at its greenfield sites. 
The growth in crude production surprised 
many analysts, who had expected 1.1 percent 
on average, when polled just before the start 
of2010. 

Energy Ministry data on Sunday showed the 
country extracted 10.145 million barrels per 
day last year, a record since the collapse of 
the Soviet Union, up from 9.93 million bpd in 
2009 and 9.78 million bpd in 2008. 

The government said last month it expects oil 
output to edge down this year. 

Non-OPEC member Russia was the only 
country to produce more than 10 million bpd 
of oil last year as oil prices, which reached 
a 26 month-high above $90 per barrel, 
stimulated higher output. 

The output of Saudi Arabia, the second- 
biggest producer, has been 8.25 million bpd 
during recent months, refiecting production 
quotas introduced by the Organization of the 
Petroleum Exporting Countries in December 
2008 to boost falling crude prices. 

Russian pipeline oil exports stood at 4.37 
million bpd in December, bringing the annual 
average exports in 2010 to 4.29 million 
bpd, up from 4.24 million bpd in 2009 and 
4.19 million bpd. Exports are set to increase 
substantially this year as Russia began 


scheduled oil shipments to China via an East 
Siberian link on Saturday, cementing ties 
with its energy-hungry neighbor. 

An annual plan envisages the supply of 15 
million tonnes (300,000 barrels per day). 
Many oil market participants expected it 
would effectively double Russian sales to 
China. 

One of the main obstacles for Russian oil 
output growth are heavy taxes in the industry, 
the main contributor to the government which 
is trying to plug a budget deficit. 

The Economy Ministry expects production 
to edge down to 504 million tonnes (10.122 
million bpd) in 2011, while Rosneft, which 
produces over a fifth of Russia’s oil, expects 
its crude output to grow by a modest 0.5 
percent to 120.2 million tonnes. 

Bashneft, owned by oil-to-telecom holding 
Sistema, which has been pumping oil at the 
highest rate among Russian firms, increased 
production by almost 18 percent to 14.15 
million tonnes in 2010. 

Russia’s 2010 natural gas production 
increased by 12 percent to 650.311 billion 
cubic meters (bcm), year-on-year, or 1.78 
bcm a day, as the world economy picked up. 
That’s below gas production in the U.S., the 
world’s top natgas producer, which pumps 
over 2 bcm a day (over 70 billion cubic 
feet), on the back of increased gas extraction 
from layers of shale, a modem technology 
employed several years ago.Q 
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SINCE 1991 

Signs of an improving 
economy, tax breaks and 
loose monetary policy helped 
spur a near 20-percent rally 
in the S&P 500 since the end 
of August. The index rose 6.5 
percent in the last month of 
the year — its best December 
since 1991. 

The gains stalled in the last 
week of the year with indexes 
finishing essentially fiat. 
Siddique, who helps manage a 
$1.3 billion equity fund, says 
his firm raised cash as equities 
rose by paring positions in 
strong performing consumer 
discretionary and industrial 
sectors. 

He said worries over Europe’s 
sovereign debt crisis, global 
growth and political tensions 
may resurface. He is looking 
at defensive sectors such as 
utilities, consumer staples 


and healthcare, which have 
lagged. “In some of our fund 
we have been increasing cash 
allocations,” he said. “So 
if there is a sell-off, we can 
reallocate that cash into the 
relevant sectors.” 

The S&P 500 relative strength 
index, which compares price 
gains to losses over a given 
period, has been near or above 
the overbought 70 level for 
nearly two weeks. 

The index’s slow stochastic 
and moving average 
convergence- divergence 
(MACD) levels indicate that 
S&P 500 may be nearing the 
top of its recent trading range. 
Although strongly trending 
markets can continue in an 
overbought condition for 
some time, a convergence 
of those three indicators in 
early November heralded a 4 
percent correction. □

Lethal bird flu confirmed in S.Korea wild duck 
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SEOUL - One of five wild ducks found 
dead in South Korea this week was 
confirmed Saturday to have been infected 
with a lethal strain of the bird flu virus as 
the country battles its first outbreak in over 
two years. 

Tests showed one of the five dead birds 
found in Sacheon City on December 26 
had been stricken with the H5N1 virus, the 
agriculture ministry said in a statement. 
The same strain which poses a risk to 
humans has also been detected in wild 
birds and their faeces at four other locations 
across the country since December 7, it 
said. 

South Korea on Friday confirmed the 
outbreak of bird flu and more than 100,000 
birds have been slaughtered as authorities 
seek to contain its spread. 

Two poultry farms, one in the central city of 
Cheonan and the other in the southwestern 
city of Iksan, were confirmed to have been 
contaminated, the ministry said. 

Health authorities placed a quarantine 


Type of Infant Formula Anects 
Weight Gain and Heatth 


The type of formula fed to 
infants influences how quickly 
they gain weight, according to 
a new study. This is important, 
the researchers say, because 
rapid weight gain during the 
first year increases the baby’s 
risk later in life of becoming 
obese or developing diabetes 
and other diseases. 

Over the seven months they 
were studied, infants who 
drank formulas made from 
cow’s milk gained 2 pounds 
more(0.9kilograms)than those 
who drank formulas made 
from protein hydrolysates, 
which are designed to be 
easier to digest, said study 
researcher Julie Mennella of 
the Monell Chemical Senses 
Center in Philadelphia. 
Because the formulas 
contained the same amount of 
calories, “we were surprised 
by the difference,” said 


Mennella , a developmental 
psychobiologist at the 
independent nonprofit 

research institute. 

The study showed that, while 
many factors contribute to an 
infant’s weight gain, there are 
important differences in the 
types of infant formula that 
parents choose, Mennella said. 
It has long been known that 
formula-fed babies gain more 
weight than breast-fed babies, 
Mennella said, and some had 
suggested that parents giving 
formula are less attentive than 
breast-feeding mothers to the 
babies’ signals that they are 
full. But this study shows that 
there may be more to it. 

A formula for weight gain? 
The researchers observed 
that infants being fed cow’s 
milk formula drank more than 
those fed protein hydrolysate 
formula before they gave 


signals of being full. It may 
be that the reactions in the 
intestines that come when the 
baby is full are triggered in 
part by broken-down proteins 
called free amino acids, and 
those free amino acids are 
far more abundant in the 
hydrolysate formula than 
in the cow’s milk formula. 
Hydrolysate-based formulas 
are similar to breast milk in 
their level of free amino acids. 
While the difference in the 
infants’ weight gain may be 
due, in part, to the difference 
in how much they drink, the 
free amino acids are likely 
to play yet-undiscovered 
roles, Mennella told 
MyHealthNewsDaily. Cow’s 
milk formulas don’t have 
many of these molecules. 
Hydrolysate-based formulas 
also have more protein than 
cow’s milk formulas. 


zone over a 10 kilometre (6.25 mile) 
radius, restricting movements of vehicles 
and people and carrying out emergency 
disinfection. 

They have also stepped up inspections of 
wild birds and urged poultry businesses to 
take extra precautions such as erecting nets 
around their farms to keep wild birds out. 
The avian influenza outbreak is likely to 
further strain the country’s health system, 
which has already been struggling to 
contain swine flu and foot-and-mouth 
disease (FMD) cases across the country. 
South Korea has been hit by bird flu three 
times, with the last outbreak in April 2008. 
In 2008, South Korea had to cull more 
than eight million birds to curb the virus, 
resulting in damages estimated at 200 
billion won (194 million dollars at the 
time). 

Four people were confirmed to have been 
infected with the bird flu virus in late 
2003 in South Korea but they showed few 
symptoms, health authorities said.Q 



Formula based on protein 
hydrolysates are typically 
given only to babies who 
are allergic to cow’s milk 
or who have a hard time 
digesting cow’s-milk-based 
formula, Mennella said. 
Protein hydrolysate-based 
formulas can cost twice as 
much as cow’s milk formulas. 
(Soy-based formulas are also 
available, but the study did not 
examine these.) 

The researchers found that the 
babies fed hydrolysate-based 
formulas gained no more 


weight than breast-fed infants; 
it was only those given the 
cow’s-milk-based formulas 
who saw the accelerated 
weight gain during their first 
seven months. “We think it 
may the free amino acids 
that help babies to regulate 
their hunger and satiety,” 
Mennella said. The study was 
based on 64 infants, and the 
researchers accounted for the 
babies’ weight and length at 
the start of the study, as well 
as their growth throughout the 
study. □

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Reports of sea lion shootings on rise in Calif. 



SAN FRANCISCO - The 
weak and woozy California sea 
lion found on a San Francisco 
Bay-area beach in December 
with buckshot embedded in 
its skull has become an all- 
too-common sight for wildlife 
officials. 

Wildlife officials have seen 
a slight rise in the shooting 
of ocean mammals in recent 
years, and investigators often 
struggle to find a culprit. There 
are few witnesses to such 
shootings, making it nearly 
impossible to bring a case. 
“We always try to do an 


investigation, but unless 
there’s an eyewitness to the 
shooting it’s hard to make 
a case for our enforcement 
folks,” said Joe Cordaro, 
a wildlife biologist with 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
who tracks reports of the 
shootings. 

The NOAA said there were 
43 reported marine mammal 
shootings in 2009 — nine 
more than in 2008 and 14 
more than five years earlier. 
Of the reported shootings in 
2009, all were sea lions. And

officials say many more cases 
likely go unreported. 

Wildlife officials say sea 
lion and human populations 
continue to increase, making 
interaction more common, 
especially among fishermen 
who compete for the same 
food and often view the 
creatures as a nuisance. 
Though NOAA and the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game are responsible for 
investigating these cases, few 
cases result in prosecution. 
Recent public outcry over 
highly publicized cases like 
that of the wounded sea lion 
near San Francisco have 
brought more attention to 
these shootings. 

Veterinarians at the Marine 
Mammal Center in Suasalito 
are treating the wounded 
critter in the hope an aquarium 
or zoo will take it. The 7-foot- 
long male, dubbed Silent 
Knight by its rescuers, is now 
blind and cannot return to the 
wild. 

When there is a witness, there 
usually is a case. A witness 
came forward after the 2009 
shooting of a 650-pound sea 
lion nicknamed Sgt. Nevis 
was covered by local press 
and television. 

Larry Legans of Sacramento 
was ordered to pay more than 
$51,000 in restitution for the 
cost of treating the critter, who 
recently underwent plastic 
surgery at Six Flags Discovery 
Kingdom to close bullet holes 
in its muzzle. Legas also spent 
a month in jail and got five 
years probation. 


Lt. Rob Roberts, a warden 
with state Fish and Game 
Department, said the agency 
takes marine mammal 
shootings very seriously, 
and noted that reports have 
increased in kind with 
the growth of the sea lion 
population along the Northern 
California coast. 

Roberts hopes successful 
prosecutions and intense 
media coverage of cases like 
Legans’ will help. 

“If the general public sees 
that there’s recourse and 
accountability, that’s a 
deterrent,” Roberts said. 

The Marine Mammal Center, 
where Silent Knight is being 
treated along with hundreds 
of ocean animals suffering a 
variety of ailments, has treated 
nine gunshot victims in 2010. 
The center treated 18 in 2009, 
down from a high of 72 sea 
lions in 1992, when the center 
started keeping statistics. 
While the number of mammals 
treated for gunfire wounds 
has trended downward at the 
center over the decades, in 


recent years it has begun to 
creep back the other way, 
statistics show. 

On Monday, more than 400 
people came to see Silent 
Knight during the center’s 
visiting hours, fascinated by 
the plight of the wounded 
pinniped, said Jeff Boehm, the 
center’s executive director. 
The center tries to help 
wardens in the investigations 
by determining the kind of 
weapon that were used and 
how long an animal has been 
wounded. For now, the center 
will work to try and get Silent 
Knight healthy, and ready to 
live in captivity. 

“We’ve seen over 1,000 
patients in 2010, and of 
that number only nine were 
shooting victims, a small 
fraction,” said Boehm, whose 
center studies and treats 
animals that have been injured 
by fishing nets, disease or 
environmental hazards like 
pollution. 

“But it’s dramatic, because 
(shootings) are entirely 
unnecessary situations.”□

Buzz Aldrin Sues Over Image 
eu Moeuwalk Tradiug Card 

Apollo 11 astronaut Buzz Aldrin, the second man ever to walk 
on the moon, is suing the trading card giant Topps for using a 
photo of him taken on his historic moonwalk as part of a recent 
series of collectable cards, according to news reports. 

After being unable to negotiate a licensing fee for the image, 
the 80-year old Aldrin filed a lawsuit against Topps in a Los 
Angeles federal court on Monday (Dec. 27), “contending that 
the trading card company had unjustly profited from his historic 
achievement by including a photograph of the Apollo 11 mission 
in a series of trading cards,” according to a Los Angeles Times 

report. 

The NASA image in question 
appears in Topps’ “American 
Heroes” series of collector 
cards, which was released in 
2009. 

Michael Kahn, the attorney 
representing Topps, claims 
the company’s right to include 
Aldrin’s image in the historic 
event falls under the First 
Amendment. 

“Topps included Dr. Aldrin 
within the ‘American Heroes’ 
edition because it believes 
he is an American hero and 
is thus proud to be able to 
share such information with 
its audience,” Kahn wrote 
in a letter dated April 15 to 
Aldrin’s law firm.Q
